service in connection with the 
threatened strike. 


“It is unfortunate that you 
could not have been present to 
observe the virtuoso performance 
by each of them in the lengthy 
meeting with the Mayor and City 
Manager. It was most instructive 
and illuminating. These people 
are real experts and without 
them, I am most positive that 
we would have had to go to 
strike. 


“The entire situation demon- 
strates to me, as did the strike 
in Vallejo, the absolute necessity 
for policemen to have an inti- 
mate relationship with labor so 
that in the future we can expect 
to receive similar cooperation. As 
you and I have discussed on 
many occasions, the nature of 
the affiliation that will even- 
tually come about to entitle us to 
such continued cooperation is 
complicated and difficult, of 
course, because of the legal situ- 
ation. However that may be, it 
will have to be accomplished. We 
obviously cannot continue to ex-

I am sure that the Oakland 
Police Officers’ Association will 
wish to express its appreciation 
directly to Mr. Groulx and Mr.

Haynsworth’s vote was the one-vote margin by which his 
appeals court would have denied jobs and back pay for the 
hundreds of workers fired when the Deering Millikin textile 


chain closed a plant. In overruling that decision, the Supreme | 


Court found for the workers in a strong decision forbidding an 
employer to close one plant to frighten workers at others out of 
supporting a union. 


He ruled that a union, frozen out of a plant when strike- 
breakers voted and strikers were not allowed to, could no longer 
‘picket the scab-employing company. 

One of his bad rulings on school segregation—also over- 
ruled by the Supreme Court—Haynsworth backed up so-called 
“freedom of choice’’ which means freedom to institute token 
integration.

Fayetteville gets 
help in East Bay 


When Fayetteville, Mississip- 
pi elected Mayor Charles Evers 
and other black eandidates, the 
ousted city administration 
spent all the city’s cash, Tom 
Anderson of Dining Car Cooks 
& Waiters 456 told the Alame- 
da County Central Labor 
Council. 

Anderson did something 
about it. Starting with his own 
$2 donation, he collected $67.41 
from council delegates to help 
the duly elected Fayetteville 
administration pay its bills un- 
til its next budget. 
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The court ruled that the de- 
partment must give relief clients 
a hearing at which it is deter- 
mined that the individual is 
“medically able to obtain em- 
ployment,” a job is available and 
the woman failed to accept em- 
ployment. 

Male relief clients, meanwhile, 
are cut off public assistance 
when they are declared employ- 
able. A similar suit may be filed 
on their behalf, however, if an 
ousted relief client challenges his 
relief cutoff, Local 535 said. 

In some cases, Aroner said, dis- 
abled individuals have been sent 
to farm jobs and cut off relief 
even though they were not hired. 


PGE rate hearing 


Hearings on the Pacific Gas & 
Electric Company’s request for a 
$26,400,000 annual rate increase 
have been recessed by the State 
Public Utilities Commission un- 
til September 15. 

In the last session before the 
recess, public witnesses protested 
PG&E keeping lobbyists both in 
Washington and Sacramento, 
contributing to chambers of com- 
merce and making heavy adver- 
tising expenditures.

Five hundred members of Can- 
dy & Confectionery Workers 444 
were back at work, ending @ 
three-week strike against nine 
East Bay candy makers with a 
new contract boosting wages 42 
cents an hour and fringes 10 
cents an hour over two years. , 


Muriel Collins, financial secre- 
tary of Local] 444, said wages were 
increased 14 cents an hour retro- 
actively to June 1, will go up an= 
other 13 cents December 1 and 
15 cents next June 1. Additional 
increases went to some workers 
under classification adjustments. 


The agreement provides for 5 
cents more per hour in shift dif- 
ferential, improvements in 
health and welfare coverage, 
pensions, sick leave, vacation and 
holiday pay. 

The settlement involving 450 
workers was reached in a 14 hour 
bargaining session. Executive 
Secretary-Treasurer Richard K.

Central Labor Council aided the 
union in talks with the East Bay 
Confectionary Council.
